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A Sermon Preach'd before Ts 
Look, and mov'd the Tongue to Modeſty and Fear. But the Troubles, 
rumults, and Diſtractions of that Time, chang'd the Face of Religion, 
ind filbd the Heads of Men with Political, Notions, and the Noi ſe ol 
hem. Eſpecially, when the Abomination of this Day was committed, * 
he Reſult of Faſting, and as an anſwer to the ſeeking God in Prayer; 
his naturally put Religion out of Countenance, and tempted Men to be 
*rofane for fear of being Hypocrites. Not that it could ſhake the 
faith of true Chriſtians; For they know, that the beft of Religion may 
ſink into the vileſt Corruptions; and out of the Refuſe of Chriſtianity, 
there may ariſe the greateſt Reprobates, the 4therft, and the Fnrbuf iſt, 
exceeding their Predeceſſors of the Heathen World. We ſhould now he 
more labour to reftore our Chriſtian Faith to its Antient Foundations of 
Simplicity and Godly Sincerity ; no longer making it Religion, to be of 
any Party, without an honeft holy Life, 1 the!Fruits of Piety, Cha- 
rity, and Brotherly Love. On the one hand, nothing can excuſe a Se- 
paration from us but pure Conſcience; it is on the Suppoſition of Con- 
ſcience fincerely miſtaken, that our Laws allow Indulgence; thoſe there- 
fore who claim the Liberty, ought to be the more careful of their only 
title to it, and ſhould keep a Conſcience truly tender, in all other Points 
of Chriftian Practice, and eſpecially in thoſe Duties of common Chriſtia- 
nity, and moral Honefty, which can admit of no ſcruple. On the orher 
Hand, to be of our eftabliſht Cemmunion, does certainly afford us the 
better Means of Grace, by the purer Ordinances of Religion * ; But we 
ruuſt edifice the more under theſe advantages or we ſhall be left the more 
nexcuſable. What? was not our Eſtabliſnt Church built upon the 
briftian Religion? And ſhall Men preſume to call themſelves of our 
Church, who are not of our Religion? JPN 5

IV. Fourthly, The Principles of Government and Obedience, 
ſaffer'd extreamly in the fatal Cauſes and Conſequences of this 
Day.
